CURING 


White Burley is at the proper 
stage to cut when the upper leaves 
show a distinctly yellow color. How¬ 
ever, if the lower leaves are wasting 
"badly because of d^ry weather or 
excessive rainfall, it is best to cut 
the crop even if the top leaves are 
-still green. It seems to make little 
-difference whether the stalks are 
split or speared. 

Five or six average sized plants 
may be put on a stick, and from 
sixteen to eighteen stick* hung on 
each 12-foot rail. Many growers, by 
constant firing, have been getting 
satisfactory results where as many 
as twenty-five stalks are hung on 
a rail. If the weather remains very 
wet for long periods, however, it 
may be impossible to avoid leaf in¬ 
jury when the plants are hung so 
close. 

After Burley is housed, as much 
ventilation as possible should be 
given until the plants begin to yel¬ 
low well; then if the weather is hot 
and dry, most of the side ventilators 
should be closed until the yellowing 


weather is probably a useless ex¬ 
pense. 

There is no evidence that a 
temperature higher than 75 degrees, 
F., on an average is of any advantage 
in curing Burley. Probably very 
high temperatures tend to give a 
leaf harsh texture. 

It pays to use heat when filling a 
barn if the weather is cold and windy 
at that time. Tobacco hanging in the 
barn after curing is completed should 
be dried out if it remains in very 
high order for more than two days. 

Tobacco should be bulked as soon 
as fully cured. This prevents dark¬ 
ening of the leaf. In warm weather, 
however, it must not be in very high 
order when bulked or it may damage 
severely.

today at the Cumbei land National i 
Forest Supervisor’s Office in Win¬ 
chester. 

The forest camp, located on Ken¬ 
tucky Route 15 in Wolfe County at 
the site of the Pine Ridge Fire 
Tower has been developed by the 
U. S. Forest Service for free public 
use. The area is completely equip¬ 
ped to accomodate campers, picnick¬ 
ers, hikers and tourists. Drinking 
water, fire places, tables, benches, 
sanitary facilities and picnic shelter 
are conveniently located in the forest 
where shade and beautiful surround¬ 
ings invite rest and relaxation.

Not only is the site of 
the camp itself interesting, but it is 
within easy driving distance of the 
Natural Bridge State Park and the 
popular Sky Bridge and Red River 
Gorge area.

It was nearly three times as much as in 1870. This Increase came In spite of the 
fact that the length of the working week was reduced by approximately one- 
third during this period. 


H operates In a different way. Manu¬ 
facturers today compete not only In the 
pricing of their products, but also in 
the development of new products and 
new uses for raw materials. The re¬ 
sult may be even more useful to the 
people as a whole than in the days 
when the prices of nearly all goods 
were fixed by direct bargaining in the 
market. 

The making of prices over a large 
part of Industry is vastly chauged from 
what it used to be. The producer esti¬ 
mates in advance a price at which an 
article can be bought by an expanding 
number of people and then finds a way 
to turn out a product within that price. 

Almost everyone la aware that this 
Is the way automobile prices are set, 
and the study found that the three larg¬ 
est concerns in this Industry have set 
the high water mark of competition 
thus far. 

Today, it la almost Impossible for so- 
called monopolies to keep prices un¬ 
duly high in order to make big profits. 
Advances In physics, chemistry, and 
engineering have been so great In re¬ 
cent years that whenever a corpora¬ 
tion tries to do this, some one comes 
along with a satisfactory substitute at 
a lower price. 

Previous studies made at the Brook¬ 
ings Institution Indicated that the best 
method of passi n g on to the public the 
benefits of improved productive effi¬ 
ciency is by giving Up consumer lower 
prices. 

Peftotes of Many OorpoiWtkme 
Are Examined 

Tk V the latest study, entitled Indus¬ 
trial Price Policies and Economic 
Progress," specific inquiries were made 
Into the policies of many manufactur¬ 
ing concern* to find out whether they 
were aimed in this direction. The study 
waa made by Dr. Edwin G. Nouree, di¬ 
rector of economic research, and Dr. 
Horace B. Drury, a member of the staff. 
It was financed under a grant by the 
Maurice and Laura Falk Foundation 
of Pittsburgh. 

Big corporations since the World 


The study did not find that the per¬ 
centage of the nation’s business done 1 
by “giant” corporations baa beeb in* 
creasing. Production by such large .en¬ 
terprises comprises about 40 per cen| 
of the total, which is about the same 
percentage as obtained a generation 
ago. 

Big and Little Companies Work 
Together 

The study shows how big and little 
companies work together to the ad¬ 
vantage of both. Large corporations 
are generally able to spend more freely 
to maintain competent technical and 
management staffs, and these compa¬ 
nies have usually been In the front of 
price reduction. 

But smaller concerns also benefit 
from this large-scale production. With 
larger concerns purchasing their sup¬ 
plies In large quantities end planning 
production far In advance, smaller 
companies which sell them supplies 
and raw materials are in torn able to 
plan production on the most economi¬ 
cal basis. Many small concerns also 
find It easier to borrow ^nongy from 
local hanks and other sources when 
they have contracts with large corpo¬ 
ra Liana 

Opera Ooo of Industrial enterprise* 
at their practical capacity Is necessary 
if the nation Is to have maximum pro¬ 
duct ion gf gooda the report of the 
study says Forward-looking price pol- 
iciea constantly aiming toward ftrieg 
the consumer more fcrtds money, were 
found to be the most Important feeler 
la bringing about capacity epermtkm. 

The high level of «inp toy is «at Which 
would eoiuw with such capacity opera¬ 
tion would have fhr greater effect ttt 
raising living standards than any em¬ 
ployment which the government could 
provide. 

Since 1870, while our large corpora¬ 
tions have been developing, the amount 
of manufactured goods which the ev> 
erege worker’s weekly wage would 
buy was multiplied by two and a half. 
At the same time, the working week 
was reduced by ibout one-third.
